Washington, February 21.—The Unit- 
ed States in a note transmitted to the 
Berlin foreign office through the Span- 
ish ambassador there, has again de- 
manded the release of the Americans 
made prisoners on the prize ship Yar- 
rowdale. In the absence of a satisfac- 
tory response to an inquiry sent re- 
cently, it was decided to demand their 
immediate release. 

Wilson Going to Congress. 

The generally accepted idea that 
President Wilson will address congress 
again on the German crisis before the 
end of next week virtually was con- 
firmed today in official quarters. There 
was no announcement and it was said 
that the president still was considering 
his next step, but officials pointed out 
the necessity of congress making pro- 
vision for any emergency which might 
arise after adjournment and explained 
that the president would go to the 
capitol not to ask for a declaration 
of war, but merely for authority to 
protect American rights. 

The president, it was reiterated, is 
just as anxious as any member of the 
senate or house to avoid war, although 
determined that the rights of the Unit- 
ed States be respected. One of his

On the face of reports on the attli- 
tude of Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
most officials think the time rapidly 
is approaching when diplomatic rela- 
tions with the latter country will be 
broken and steps taken to protect

A delayed communication from the 
German foreign office was delivered to 
the department teday by Dr. Paul Rit- 
ter, the Swiss minister, representing 
German interests in the United States. 
It was dispatched from Berlin some 
time previous to the departure of Am- 
bassador Gerard and other American 
diplomatic and consular officers from 


Germany and contained a request for | 


information concerning the welfare 
and treatment of German officials and 
nationals Aa the United States. 

State department officials said that 
inasmuch as developments to the time 


the communication was prepared al- 
ready had explained the situation, no 
repiy would be necessary. The note 
contirmed reports that a general mis- 
understanding of atfairs relating to 
the treatment of Germans in the Unit- 
ed States had arisen in Germany con- 
cerning which Berlin authorities were 
somewnat concerned. . 

In connection with dispatches from 
Europe concerning German consular 
officers lately stationed in the United 
States whom the German government 
desired to transfer to posts in Central 
and South America, it was said at the 
state department, that no application 
for safe conduct in such cases had 
been received. It was added that the 
department had made no effort to pre- 
vent the departure of any of the con- 
suls to any port of the world to which 
their government wishes to transfer 
them and through any American port. 

Another Illegal German Act. 

Sinking Dy gunfire from a German 
submarine of the Norwegian steamer 
Dalbeattie with two Americans aboard, 
was added today to the state depart- 
ment’s list of Germanys illegal acts 
which are slowly accumulating and 
testing the patience of the government. 

Consul Frost reported from Queens- 
town that after the ship was sunk last 
Saturday the men were rescued, but 
their lives were endangered by shell 
tire before the crew had gotten away 
in boats, and by drifting avout at sea 
for nearly eighteen hours. 

Turkey has asstured Ambassador El- 
kus of its willingness to waive all re- 
strictions of quarantine and otherwise 
upon the immediate departure of the 
thousand Americans gathered in the 
neighborhood of Beirut. It also has 
guaranteed the American relief ships 
against any interference by Turkish 
bmarines.

STATEMENT DEMANDED 
ABOUT GERARD CHARGES 


London, February 21.—The corre- 
spondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
company at The Hague quotes the 
Frankfurter Zeitung as demanding that 
the German government make a prompt 
statement regarding the charges 
against James W. Gerard, the former 
American ambassador, of using his of- 
ficial position to obtain information 
useful to the entente, particularly in 
the specific case of the late Sir Roger 
Casement. 

“These charges ought to promptly be 
denied or affirmed,’ says the news- 

aper. “They lie heavily on Mr. Gerard, 
ut even more on the government offi- 
cials for permitting the leakage.” 


In the Berlin Tages Zeitung on Feb- 
ruary 19 Count von Reventlow made 
the charge against Mr. Gerard of using 
his official position to transmit impor- 
tant war information to the entente, 
alluding specifically to the Casement 
episode. 


PERSHING APPOINTED 
TO SUCCEED FUNSTON 


Washington, February 21. — Major 
General Pershing was formally appoint- 
ed commander of the Southern depart- 
ment today, succeeding Major General 
Funston. The appointment will take 
effect immediately. 

General Pershing, after his expedition 
returned from Mexico wa's given com- 
mand of the entire El] Paso district 
and the largest concentration of troops 
on the border. After General Funston’s 
death he took over command of the 
Southern department automatically as 
senior officer in the jurisdiction.

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KILLED. 9 HURT = 
IN STRIKE RIOT 


Wives of Strikers Started 
Trouble at Philadelphia. 
Police Fired as the Strik- 
ers Hurled Bricks. 


Philadelphia, February 21.—A riot 
iftonight by the wives of striking 
employees of the Franklin Sugar Re- 
fining company resulted in the killing 
of one man and the serious injury of 
nine others when the police and strik- 
ers Clashed near the refinery. 

The dead man, Mareiquenas Detkobze, 
30 years old, fell before a police volley 
fired as the rioters showered bricks on 
reserves rushed from city hall. Mount- 
ed Police Sergeant Jolly’s jaw was 
broken by a brick as he galloped to- 
ward the strikers. John Bromley, a 
Spectator, was shot by a patrolman. 

The women’s demonstration, which 
reached a climax in the riot, followed 
a meeting held this afternoon. The 
wives, mothers and daughters of the 
strikers determined to march in a 
body to the refinery and demand that 
concessions sought by the men be 
granted. As they marched through the 
streets the women cried that they were 
starving. 

The women were led to the refinery 
by Mrs. Florence Shadle, 32 years old, 
who carried a baby in her arms. Dur- 
ing the melee, as the police were about 
to open fire on strikers who ran to the 
aid of their womenfolk, a patrolman 
seized Mrs. Shadle and dragged her 
and the baby to safety. She was ar- 
rested and charged with inciting to riot. 

As the striking employees ran to- 
wards the screaming group of women, 
police, mounted and on foot, flung a 
cordon about the riot zone. A num- 
ber of negro strike-breakers who had 
hastened to the scene were bombarded 
by stones and clubs. Many of the 
missiles struck the police, who began 
firing into the group of strikers. 
Scores of the workmen and police were 
hurt by flying missiles. 

A riot call brought out every high 
official of the police department and 
every available reserve south of Mar- 
ket street was rushed to the refinery. 
Most of the women in the riot were 
of foreign birth. 


TIUW BRITISH NAVY 
UUNTERS U-BOATS 


First Admiralty Lord Car- 


Menace—Admits It Is 
Grave, But Will Be 
Checked. 


London, February 21.—Sir Edward 
Carson, making his debut as first lord 
of the admiralty in the house of com- 
mons today, had an inspiring story 
to tell of the silent accomplishment of 
the British navy, and it was still more 
welcome because of the unexpected 
and interesting revelations as to the 
extent to which the navy is countering 
the submarine menace. 

The sacrifices which the nation is 
asked voluntarily to bear in the shape 
of self-rationing and the daily rise in 
food prices, makes the submariné dan- 
ger the most absorbing question of the 
moment, and Sir Edward Carson’s state- 
ment was listened to by an expectant 
house with intense satisfaction. Ad- 
miral Baron Fisher, chairman of the 
invention board; Admiral Sir John R. 
Jellicoe, first sea loard; Admiral Lord 
Beresford and other naval experts were 
in the galleries. 

Gigantic Work of Navy. 

The public and press have been daily 
exhorting the government to a more 
liberal policy of publicity, but few 
thought that there would be any devia- 
tion from the policy of secrecy hitherto 
pursued. Hence, the first lord’s show- 
ing how submarines are being fought 
by destroyers, seaplanes and other 
means, and with what apparent suc- 
cess, together with hi's promise of fur- 
ther publicity in the future, proved the 
most attractive feature of his speech. 

Besides indicating the gigantic work 
of the navy during the war, the trans- 
port of eight million men, nine million 
tons of explosives and forty-seven mil- 
lion. gallons of petrol and the exami- 
nation of over twenty-five thousand 
ships, Sir Edward Carson gave ‘statistics 
of ship movements, which will tend 
to restore public confidence as to the 
extent the submarine war is likely to 
achieve its object, indicating the prog- 
ress of arming merchantmen, with an 
increase of 47 per cent in the last few 
months. 

Sir Edward, claiming no magic rem- 
edy for the evil, expressed the confident 
belief that the evil would be gradually 
be mitigated. He admitted that the 
allied losses were serious enough, but 
were not equal to the “blatant and ex- 
travagant bravado” of the German ac- 
count of them. 


Encounters With U-Boats. 

Citing forty encounters of British 
ships with German submarines in the 
last eighteen days, he gave interesting 
details. While admitting that in some 
cases the evidence of actual sinking 
was vague and doubtful, nevertheless 
he considered that an enormous 
achievement. He said that a few days 
ago British destroyers attacked an ene- 
my submarine, which was hit, the cap- 
tain being killed. The submarine dived, 
but was injured; it was obliged to rise 
again and was captured and its crew 
taken prisoner. Another submarine

“Bone Dry” Legislation Be- 
lieved Effective in One 
Week—Persons Urges Re- 
peal of Georgia’s Shipping 
Law. 


‘ “BONE DRY” LAW PROVISIONS. 


The following are the provisions 
of the Reed amendment to the pos- 
tal appropriations bill, which passed 
congress Wednesday, and which, it 
now ‘seems, will make Georgia as. 
“dry” as the desert of Sahara within 
one week: ! 


“Whoever shall order, purchase 
or cause intoxicating liquors to be 
transported in interstate commerce 
into any state or territory, the law's 
of which state or territory prohibit 
the manufacture or sale therein of 
intoxicating liquors for beverage 
‘| purposes, and whoever shall within 
such state or territory -knowingly 
purchase, drink, consume or -use any 
such liquors so transported in in- 
terstate commerce, shall be punished 
as aforesaid.’ The punishment fixed 
in the act is a fine of “not more 
than $1,000 or imprisonment not 
more than two years, or both.” ; 


REAL PROHIBITION | 


Georgia has but one week of grace 
before she sets forth into the desert 
of absolute “bone dry” prohibition, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Washing- 
ton last night, following the passage 
in the afternoon in congress of the 
Reed anti-shipping amendment to the 
postal appropriations bill. 

While the appropriations bill, to 
which the Reed amendment is a “rid- 
er,” does not become effective until 
July 1, next, it is the opinion of sen- 


sidered authorities that thé Reed 
amendment, stopping shipment of liquor 
into states where manufacture and sale 
of liquor is prohibited by state stat- 
ute, will become effective the instant 
it receives the approval of President 
Wilson. Such approval is expected 
within a week. . 
Not Against State Law. 

This means, then, that within one 
week it will be against the federal law, 
although not against the state law, 
for any one to ship, have shipped, bring 
or in any other manner cause to be 
transported into Georgia any amount 
of liquor whatsoever. The law is con- 
sidered absolutely without a loophole 
whereby any drop of booze may be le- 
gally brought into Georgia to allevi- 


of the law is accompanied with a fine 
of $1,000 and six months in the federal 
penitentiary, either or ‘both. 

That this situation will not satisfy at 
least some of the Georgia prohibition- 
ists who have been urging the governor 
to call an extra session of the legisla- 
ture for the enactment of “bone dry” 
legislation, is already apparent, and 
Governor Harris himself last night 
made the statement that he is not yet 
ready to announce that he will not call 
an extra session. 

Following announcement of the pas- 
sage of the Reed amendment, Senator 
Ogden Persons, of Forsyth, Ga., presi- 
dent of the Georgia state senate, who 
was the first and has been one of the 
most tenacious advocates of an extra 
session, stated that he has already writ- 
ten Governor Harris, renewing his re- 
quest that the governor call an extra 
session, and that he will within the 
next few days appear (before the gov- 
ernor in person to urge anew such ac- 
tion. . 

Senator Persons takes the position 
that the passage of the Reed amend- 
ment leaves the state of Georgia no 
better off than she was before, in so 
far as her own power to rid herself of 
liquor is concerned. He points out that 
all authority for the stopping of inter- 
stane shipments of liquor into Georgia, 
under the Reed amendment, is vested 
in the federal government, and the 
state is still powerless to initiate ac- 
tion in this direction under her own 
laws. 

Georgia Is Powerless. 

The senator sees in this situation not 
only the possibility of the ‘state be- 
coming helpless under any condition 
which the federal authorities might 
for some reason see fit not to cope 
with or find itself unable to cope with, 
but further that the Reed amendment 
vests in the federal authorities a polic- 
ing power over a strictly intrastate 
grievance, if not intrastate 
which might prove very distasteful 
to this state. In the view of Senator 
Pearsons all that the Reed amendment 
or the recent construction of the Webb- 
Kenyon bill by the United States can 
do is to throw an additional safe- 
guard about states which, by their own 
legislative action, have indicated that 
they wish absolutely “bone dry” pro- 
hibition. 

Governor Harris stated that, while 
he is inclined to believe that the pas- 
sage of the Reed amendment will make 
an extra session of the Georgia legis- 
lature unnecessary, as he outlined be- 
fore a committee of citizens last Fri- 
day, he is not sure yet, and will, there- 
fore, for the present make no announce- 
ment of a decision. 

The governor admitted that he has 
been urged by certain citizens of Ma- 
con to call an extra session whether 
the Reed amendment was passed or not.

Effective When Wilson Signs. 

Although some members have given 
it as their opinion that the legislative 
features added to the postal bill would 
not be effective until July 1, the ef- 
fective date of the appropriations it 
carries, senators and representatives 
who are considered authorities gaid to- 
night that all the legislative riders, 
including the Reed prohibition amend- 
ment, undoubtedly would become oper- 
ative as soon as the president has sign- 
ed the measure. 

The provision is regarded as the 
most far-reaching that could be en- 
acted by the federal government, and 
as sweeping as would be possible un- 
der any method short of a national 
prohibition amendment. It would cut 
off entirely liquor importations, 
amounting now to millions of dollars 
annually, into the large number of 
states which have forbidden manufac-

Prohi Advocates Divided. 

Advocates of prohibition divided 
among themselves over the expediency 
of the step, some friends of the cause 
declaring so drastic a la'w would have 
a reactionary effect. In the same ‘way

Mails Shut to Liquor Ads. 

liquor adver- 
tisements from the mails in states that 
prohibit such advertising is included 
in the measure, which came before the 
house as a rider to the annual postof- 
fice bill, inserted by the senate last 
week on motion of Senator Reed by a 
vote of 55 to 11. Although the appro- 
priation bill will go to conference be- 
cause the house disagreed to other 
senate amendments, there is little pos- 
sibility that the prohibition amend- 
ment, concurred in without change, 
will be altered. Members of congress 
are taking it for granted that Presi- 


dent Wilson will approve it. 
Dry advocates were jubilant tonight. 


Representative Webb, of North Caro- 
lina, father of the resolution for a na- 
tional prohibition amendment, declared 
the overwhelming affirmative vote had 
killed the state’s rights argument and 
that the national amendment, already 
reported favorably, certainly would 
pass the house at this session. The 
national legislative committee of the 
Anti-Saloon league, issued a state- 
ment saying today’s action had “clear- 
ed the decks” for a national amend- 
ment. 
Brewers Glad; Distillers Sad. 

Many of the wet advocates in con- 
gress, particularly those with brewers 
among their constituents, also de- 
clared themselves much pleased with 
the outcome. The brewers are under- 
stood to have been in favor of the pro- 
vision, both because it would curtail 
the so-called mail order business car- 
ried on by houses dealing in spiritu- 
ous liquors, and because it might pre- 
vent states now wet from going dry 
and indefinitely postpone nationwide 
prohibition. 

Distillers and whisky dealers, on 
the other hand, were vigorously op- 
posed to the proposal. There are at 
this time, Representative Sherley of 
Kentucky declared during debate, more 
than 228,000,000 gallons of liquor in 
bond in the United States, and 40 per 
cent of such liquor heretofore has been 
sold in partially dry territory.

great loss. Mr. Sherley made a futile 
attempt to amend the proposal by ex- 
tending the time when ft would go into 
force for one year. This motion, like 
all others looking to amendment of the 
measure, was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. 

Because of the defection among pro- 
hibition advocates the national board 
of temperance of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church gave out a formal state- 
ment tonight saying it had been “ab- 
solutely, unequivocally” in favor of the 
anti-shipping amendment. 

Of all the southern states, liquor 
could be sent into only four under the 
new federal regulation. Florida, Louis- 
liana, Texas and Kentucky, with about 
a score of other local option states 
will in no way be affected. It is 
pointed out that the amendment will 
not operate to bar shipments into dry 
territory in local option states, refer- 
ring only to states entirely dry. 

“Bone Dry” Cries in House. 

Every effort to change the amend- 
ment was defeated overwhelmingly. 
Cries of “bone dry” rang through the 
house. Loud laughter accompanied the 
voting. Members who attempted to ex- 
plain that they were prohibitionists at 
heart, but stood for states’ rights were 
greeted with laughter. 

The amendment marks virtually the 
only step ever taken by the federal 
government, aside from: the internal 
revenue laws, to extend its control 
over the liquor traffic throughout the 
states. It is the only important federal 
legislation affecting liquor shipments 
excepting the Webb-Kenyuon law, 
which merely gave -federal force to 
state regulations by providing that no 
liquor shall be imported into states 
which forbid its importation.

Into only four states in the south— 
Florida, Louisiana, Kentucky and Tex- 
as—may liquor in any quantity be im- 
ported legally for personal use when 
the posoffice bill containing Reed 
“bone dry’’ amendment becomes effect- 
ive. They alone have retained local 
option. 

Congress, by its action in adopting 
the Reed amendment makes absolute 
the state-wide prohibition legislation 
of Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi. Thus 
they join the “bone dry” states, Arkan- 
sas and Tennessee, which already had 
enacted statutes forbidding the impor- 
tation of liquor. 

The Florida legislature at its bien- 
nial session in April is expected to 
adopt a resolution providing for a 
referendum on state-wide prohibition, 
although there are only five out of 
fifty-two counties in the state where 
liquor can be sold legally. Dry forces 
in Louisiana are preparing to fight for 
a state-wide bill at the next session of 
the legislature in 1918. About half of 
the Louisiana pari'shes are dry under 
the local option law. 

Virginia became dry only on Novem- 
ber 1 last, although the people de- 
clared for prohibition by 30,000 ma- 
jority of a referendum in September, 
1914. The prohibition law passed by 
the legislature in January, 1916, per- 
mitted every head of a household to 
receive a shipment of one quart of 
whisky and one gallon of wine or three 
gallons of beer a month. Sale and 
manufacture within the state were pro- 
hibited. 

North Carolina became a prohibition 
state on January 1, 1909, after the peo- 
ple had ratified a state-wide bill by a 
majority of 44,000 at a referendum elec- 
tion in May, 1908. The legislature pass- 
ed a law in 1915 permitting any in- 
dividual to receive one quart of whisky 
or wine and five gallons of beer every 
fifteen days, 

South Carolina adopted prohibition 
by a referendum vote’ in September, 
1915, after having had a dispensary sys- 
tem since 1891. The law permitted 
each person to receive a gallon of eith-

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er whisky, beer or wine a month. 

Georgia has been classed as a dry 
‘state since January 1, 1908, but the 
prohibition law was not strictly en- 
‘forced in some of the cities until May

this law each person was limited to a 
monthly shipment of two quarts of 
whisky, or one gallon of wine, or sixty 
pints of beer.

Largely Increased — Most 
of Ships Sunk Several Days 
Ago. 


New York, February 21.—(By Ass0o- 
Clated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Dispatches from various 


#Purces today added a dozen ships to 
the list of those sunk as the result of 
the recent Teutonic submarine opera- 


tions. Most of. these were sent to the 
bottom several days ago. 

The longest list came from a Ger- 
man source and claimed the sinking of 
six vessels in the Mediterranean. The 
names of three, not previously mention- 
ed in shipping reports, were given, 
their tonnage aggregating 8,000. The 
sinking was claimed of two steamers, 
names not given, of a total of 7,500 
tons, and of a crowded Italian trans- 
port, tonnage not etated. 

Paris officially reports the sinking 
of five vessels in the period from Feb- 
ruary 16 to February 20. None is 
positively identifiable, but the indi- 
cated aggregate of the five is not less 
than 13,000 tons. 

In addition, from the Lloyds agency 
the sinking of a British steamer of 
1,828 tons is announced. 

The tonnage of the vessels named

Prompt action by the rail- 
roads in shipping feed, flour and grain 
ahead of passenger trains from Min- 
neapolis has temporarily relieved the 
pinch. 

Investigators of the commission have 
been sent to virtually every railroad 
yard of any size in the east and mid- 
dlewest and are reporting daily by 
telegraph the movement of cars. Sev- 
eral instances of unprecedented conges- 
tion are understood to have been re- 
lieved by the investigators in co-opera- 
tion with the roads. A notable instance 
of their work was at Detroit, where 
a congestion of 35,000 cars of all de- 
scriptions was reduced to 8,000.

New York, February 21.—Mayor 
Mitchel tonight instructed the police, 
health and charitable departments to 
make a thorough investigation of food 
conditions throughout the greater city 
and report to him Friday, when he will 
place before the board of estimates a 
request of East Side housewives that 
$1,¥00,000 be appropriated by the city 
to buy food for distribution at reason- 
able prices. 

This action followed a report of riot- 
ing among housewives in various parts 
of the city and a visit to him of a com- 
mittee of women who declared their 
children were starying because of the 
high cost of foodstuffs.: 

The rioting today, while milder than 
that of yesterday, extended to terminal 
piers of railroad companies, where, it 
had been reported, several hundred car- 
loads of vegetables were withheld from 
the markets. In the Brownsville sec- 
tion of Brooklyn, where a crowd of 
women stormed a market place, several 
policemen were roughly handled and 
had to call for reserves to rescue them. 

“We are not criminals,” the women 
shouted. “We want bread.” 

One of the largest hotels in the city 
tonight announced that it had opened 
for its employees a store where gro- 
ceries and other articles of food could 
be purchased for home consumption in 
any quantity at actual cost.

Driver and Two Others Are 
Arrested in Connection 
With Mystery. 


Augusta, Ga., February 21.—(Special.) 
L. W. Wilkerson, 55 years of age, died 
yesterday at a local hospital from in- 
juries received the night before when 
he was dragged a great distance be- 
neath a surrey.

The mayor asserted that state and 
national governments were the only au- 
thorities able properly to deal with the 
food situation and urged the commit- 
tees to use their influence for enact- 
ment of laws which would enable the 
city to establish public markets, so that 
food ‘speculators would be eliminated, 
and the city given power legally to 
control food prices. 

A thousand or more women attended 
last night amass meeting and at least

president was carried with a shout: 

“We, housewives of the city of 
New York, mothers and wives of work- 
men, desire to call your attention, Mr.

“The rise in the cost of living has 
been so great and uncalled for that 
even now we are compelled to deny 
ourselves and our children the neces- 
saries of life. 

“We pay for our needs out of the 
wages of our husbands, and the Ameri- 
can standard of living cannot be main- 
tained when potatoes are 7 cents a 
pound, bread 6 cents, cabbage 20 cents, 
onions 18 cents, and so forth. 

“We call to you, Mr. President, in 
this crisis that we are facing to rec- 
ommend to congress or other authority 
measures for relief.’’ 


JUMP IN PRICES 
WILL BE PROBED 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Boston, February 21.—The recent 
jump in food prices here will be sub- 
ject of special investigation by the fed- 
eral grand jury, United States Attor- 
ney George W. Anderson announced 
tonight. The inquiry, which will be- 
gin next Tuesday, he stated, will be 
directed to determine “how far, if at 
all, these marked increases are due to 
acts obnoxious to the federal anti- 
frust laws. The federal government 
proposes to use its full power to pre- 
vent extortion.” 

In a formal statement the district 
attorney said: 6 

ae should not be overlooked that 
of these recent high prices are 
not improbably due to _ local intra- 
state combinations. With these, state, 
county and city authorities and not 
the federal government must deal.

house of congress has concurred in the 


senate’s Reed and Bankhead amendments to 
the postal bill, and thus enacts into law pro- 
visions that will hereafter give every state 
that really wants prohibition the full and 
absolute privileg of being so. All that is now 
required is the president’s signature to the 


measure, which, without doubt, will be forth- 
coming. 

Under this act Uncle Sam will no longer 
nullity state prohibitory laws; but on the 
other hand, he says even to the states that 
have provided the quart and gallon loop- 
holes: 

“Not on your life! When you decree that 
liquor shall not be manufactured nor sold 
inside your borders, it shall not even be 
shipped in. If you want to be dry, you can 
be tee-totally dry!” 

Uncle Sam therefore makes it a criminal 
offense for anybody to “order or cause to be 
conveyed through the channels of interstate 
commerce” liquor into states whose laws 
proscribe the manufacture or sale of it with- 
in their jurisdiction. 

Under the Bankhead amendment the 
United States mails are shut tight to all 
matter in the nature of orders for liquor 
from the outside, to all literature in the na- 
ture of solicitations from liquor manufac- 
turers or dealers, and to all newspapers that 
carry whisky advertisements. 

So those who have. professed 
prohibition states made “bone dry’—who 
want absolute prohibition in prohibition ter-

THIS BEATS BEER! 


The Constitution does not usually deal 
editorially with business offerings, but the 
prospectus of the recently-formed Macon 
Packing company presents features so out 
of the ordinary as to justify us in a depart- 
ure from policy in this instance. 

This corporation is formed to convert a 
brewery into a packing house. The plant, 
now used as an ice and bottling works, is 


that of the old Acme Brewing company, 
which, prior to the tabooing of beer, was the 
largest brewery in Georgia and one of the 
largest in the south; and as a packing plant 
it will have a capacity of 1,000 hogs and 100 
cattle a day. 

It is a far cry from beer to beef, but the 
example of this company is as refreshing as 
it is hopeful. And packing-house meat beats 
beer at any mark in the road! 

Back of this new industry are the pro- 
prietors of the old; and they are solid and 
substantial business men. They made money 
from the brewing of beer; but when that 
business was frowned upon by the law these 
were not among the men who threw up their 
hands and cried “We are ruined!” On the 
contrary, they cast about them for new and 
modern methods whereby to maintain their 
business investment in a “going concern,” 
and converted their plant into an ice manu- 
factory. Then, as the need for more live 
stock in the south became more and more 
apparent and with the supplying of it came 
the greater demand for packing plants, these 
men seized the opportunity to become a still 
more cogent factor in the south’s upbuilding 
and reorganized for the manufacture of meat 
products. 

In the prospectus of the new company 
these facts are stressed: 

That “meat has made more millionaires 
in the United States than any other prod- 
uct.” 

That there is not a state in the union 
better adapted to the production of meat 
than is Georgia. 

That, with the boll weevil menace mak- 
ing cotton an extremely hazardous crop, the 
farmers have been forced to broaden out 
along the lines of diversification and the 
production of more and better live stock; 
and on account thereof there is a great and 
growing demand for packing plants. 

This plant undoubtedly will prove a sig- 
nal success, just as the plants at Atlanta, 
Moultrie and elsewhere have proven profit- 
able. | 

And how much better it is for the state 
that a leading brewery, instead of quitting 
in disgust with the coming of prohibition, 
simply alters its course and methods,

Atlanta’s Affairs in Hands 
Of Competent City Manager 


Editor Constitution: Asa G. Candler is 
without a doubt doing, and will continue to 
do, during his administration as mayor of 
Atlanta, all that he or any other of our best 
business men can or could do for our city 
under our antiquated form of city govern- 
ment, 

Having made some study of city manage- 
ment as operated under our antiquated plan 
as compared to that of cities that operate 
under the modern plan, I have reached the 
conclusion that if we will- reorganize our 
city plan of operation so as to conduct the 
affairs of the city through a city manager 
on plans similar to those employed by large 
industrial plants, I am confident that if care 
is exercised in the selection of a manager 
that the taxpayer’s dollar would go as far 
proportionately expended in city improve- 
ments as a corporation’s dollar would go 
in an industrial institution; and our stock- 
holders (the taxpayers) would get in serv-

“In Cleveland, for example, a nominating 
committee appointed by fifty civic organiza- 
tions has just met to consider the selection of 
fifteen men to investigate the city-manager 
plan. Among the members of this committee 
is Dr. Charles S. Howe, president of the Case 
School of Applied Science. The Cleveland 
Press urges a change in the city charter to 
enable the city to adopt the modern method 
of managing a city like a stock company. 
The Press says: “The conduct of city af- 
fairs should be in the hands of a thoroughly 
trained and well-tried city manager, chosen 
not for a definite period, but to hold office 
as long as he does his work well. At last 
the American public begins to see that peri- 
odic selection of councilmen and mayors by 
election is a poor way of getting good mu- 
nicipal government. Imagine a railway sys- 
tem operated under the direction of men se- 
lected anew every two to four years by pop- 
ular vote! The glib speaker, the sweet smil- 
er, the hearty hand-gripper, would then have 
a better chance of being president of the rail- 
way than the man who had spent all his 
life studying and practicing railway construc- 
tion and operation. The fact is that our en- 
tire system of “representative government,” 
in which representation comes solely through 
elections, is an uneconomic system, and is 
destined shortly to be changed.

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BIG BIBLE INSTITUTE 
FOR ATLANTA DEPENDS 
ON ANSWER OF NORRIS 


Following a conference in Knoxville with 
Dr. Len G. Broughton, former pastor of the 
Baptist Tabernacle here, in which Dr. Frank 
Norris, of Fort Worth, Texas, recently called 
to the pastorate of the Tabernacle, and Dr, 
Joe Broughton, of Atlanta, prominent mem- 
ber of the Tabernacle congregation, partici- 
pated, it was announced on Wednesday by 
Dr. Joe Broughton that plans for a Bible in- 
stitute, similar in scope and significance to 
the famous Moody Institute of Chicago, to be 
established in connection with the Taber- 
nacle, had been practically completed.

New York, February 21.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
‘of the Day.)—Again tHe British forces 
fighting in France have _ attacked 

German positions at several points 
and been rewarded for their efforts 
‘by an aggregate gain of more than 
1,150 yards, according to the latest 
British official communication. 

South of Armentieres the German 
line was penetrated deeply on a front 
of about 650 yards and southeast of 
‘Ypres on a front of about 500 yards. 
Numerous casualties were inflicted on 
1the Germans at both places and pris- 
oners and guns also were taken. The 
‘British casualties are said to have 
been slight. Near Gueudecourt, in the 
Somme sector, the British also seized 
la section of German trenches and took 
prisoners. 

There is still considerable artillery 
ractivity by both the Germans and the 
‘French in the region of Verdun, but 
elsewhere along the line held by the 
French there have been no new devel- 
opments.
